time the Marquis with ſome fewy horſe po- 
| ted ro Wefell, as if hee would have ioyned 
witch Count Henry of the Berg, but hee re- 
_ turned preſcntly. 

The Prince of Orerge vnderſtanding this 
gauc command chat the States horſe in Bra- 
bant, ſhould ride to Bommelerwaert, and Nom- 
meg litile chinking what was the ſcope 

the encmics. Wherupon certaine troops 
of horſe of the Garriſon of Berghen op zoom, 
being arrived at Breds,lyſtmus of Naſſuv Go- 
vernour of Breda, having had ſomcincelli- 
gence of the deſlcing of Spml:, perlwaded 
them to returne backe, and rold them that 
he was ſurethat Spinels had an cnterpriſe 
vpon Berghen vp Zoom. 

The Leaders aftcra little dehberation,con- 
deſcended all preſently to his adviſe, not- 
withſtanding the command of the Prince 


of 
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of Orange. As ſoone as they were return'd 
in their Garriſon, they vnderſtood, that 
the Spanith Forces, tivvelue chouſand 
ſtrcng, marched cowards the Caſtle of 
IVowe : And vpon the 18. of Tuly, theſe of 
Steen berghen perceived that their Towne 
was to be belieged, being vnawares, and 
vhprovided of many things neceſlary to 
luſtainc a liege, ſccing it is a place _ 
gfcat importance. Monſicur Borwater Go- 
vernour of the place, being a braue Souldi- 
er, was much diſcontented with this 
Newes, fecing he wanted both men and 
Munition, havirig but one pecce of Ordi- 
nance in the Towne, and - 9 vnſervicea- 
ble, layd before the Hoſpitall withour the 
2->purtenances. Ir is certaine, that the Prince 
of Oranve tey daves before the liege, ſent 
thether a Gunner, and had given chargeto 
a Commiſlioner to convay thether fue or 
fix Cannons, but whatſocver the cauſc is, 
it vas nor performed : And rhe Women 
of the Towne much difcontented with 
the ſayd Commiſſioner, would haue caſt 
him the aforeſayd Munday ( being the 18. 
of Tuly ) into. the water; the ſaid day about 
noone 
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noone is the cncmy come {o necre to the 


Towne, that their voyccs might be heard 
by the Garriſon, and curn'd preſently cheir 
Ordinance, and diſcharged the fame a- 
gainſt che Towne, not having made any 
Battery. 

And having made a reaſonable bigge 
breach in the walles with fſixtic Cannon 
ſhot, the Inhabitants began to looke hea- 
vie, the rather becauſe they had not heard 
of late che noyle of ſuch Heath Crickets. 
A few hourcs before, wenr a great number 
of women and children,crying and lamen- 
ting, out ofthe Towne; which was cer- 
taincly a pittifull ſpeacle ro beholde. 

What conccrnes the cryes and laments 
heard by me, as well of thoſe that were 
within as withour T ertolen,the Clomder and 
the PlaetT will not 1; peake of, they carry 
away all what they will not loole. 

I could moreliucly Relaic how they cry 
and lament; and wring their hands toge- 
ther,the one, for her husband, the other, 
for her childe, leaping in and our the boats 
(avying )rhar they will remayne, where 
ficſh and bloud is loſt, goods arc not rc- 


mem. 
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membered in ſuch caſes. In thoſe places where 
theſe things happen, there is no diſputing 
whether they be Papiſts, Proteſtants,or Armu- 
nians, but muſt ioyncly reſiſt the invaſion of 
the cnemies. 

On churſday the 1g. of Iuly did the enemics 
ſend a Trumpet tothe Towne, to aske whe- 
ther they would Parley. That otherwiſe, his 
Forces ſtanding readic in Barrell array, ſhould 
allault the rowne where the breach was made. 
Declaring moreover, that they would nor de- 
part from chence before they had brought the 
Towne vnder the obedience of the King of 
Spame. 

The valiant Governour Bertate, with two 
Capraines, and the Gentlemen of their Com- 
Panics,and ſome of the Magiſtrats of theplace, 
reſolved to keepe the Towne, vntill che laſt 
man, for the States. But they requeſted the 
Trumpet, that he would try whether the enc- 
mics would condeſcend to a ceſlation of 
Armes for tew hourcs onely ; whergygon, he 
returned preſently ro Don Liwis de , and 


the Governour of Antwerpe. 


In the meane time, they ſent ſome ro looke 
whether they could not ſce ( ſtanding vpon 
the Steeple) any Shippes comming with ayde. 

B Bur 
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Bur afterwards,ſfceing that the encmy divided 
his Forces in three ſeverall Troopes, to aſlaulr 
the rovwne 1n divers places, and that they were 
not able to defend the iame, ſecing it had no 
Countreſcarps, or Bulvwarkes, bur onely cer- 
taine round Towers of no [trength. And like- 
wilc in coalideration of the lamentations of 
women and Citizens which had any thing to 
looſe, they could nor reſoluc almoſt what to 
doc. And to ſpeake the truth, there was no o- 
ther iſſue to be expected, then that the Souldi- 
crs, and armed Ci:tizens; ſhould be flaine, as 
allo all the reſt, and all their goods pillaged, 
and made havock off. - 

At the ſame 1nltant, the Trumpet being re- 
turned, told them that the enemy would not 
grantthem as much as the ſpace of an houre. 
Bur if they would furrender the Towne, they 
ſhould haue good conditions, and be well v- 
ſed, otherwiie they muuit doe as the cauſe 
ſhould requrre. 

The Governour was vawiliing to veeld, bur 
moſt Voyces carryed away, and agreed vpon 
theſe following Conditions and Arcicles. 

1. Thar all the Souldicrs with their Armes 
and Armour, beſides Baggage ſhould depart, 
and be conductcd with a fate Convoy 
2 That 
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2. Thatthe Towneſmen {hould pay rwo 
thouſand Gilders (whichis 200.” rocking ) to 
the Souldicrs, to hinder their pallaging. 

3. That all the Towne{mcno after the afore- 
ſaid money is payd, ſhall haue libertic to de- 
part with cheir goods where they liſt. 

4. That thoſe that would remaine there, and 
luc according to their Lavves, Cultomes, and 
Ceremonies, they might, and ſhould be vied 

as other Inhabitants of the obcyſant Catries 
and Townes of Brabant. 

Vpon theſe conditions is the Towne ſurren- 
dercd the atorc{aid Munday before noone be- 
ing the 19. of luly. The Governour had likes 
wilc lcaue to convay his goods away. Within 
the Tovrne were two Com panics, an old and 
ancv, both of Alkmar, & bchaved themſelues 
very valiantly. 

Ac their departure there was a woman that 
philipping vpon her thumbe, told to ſome of 
the *ouldiers, now you mult foorth and our 
friends ſhall come in. 

This Towne vvas beſet with 9. Companies, 
and one Captaine Det ( who did licin former 
time vpon the Caſtle of Yowe, and is very skil- 
full in pillaging,whereforethe Countrey peo- 
of the Climder, Stryen, and the Platt may looke to 

B 2 them. 
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chemſclues, ſeing at the Land (ide he hath but 
a barren Heath)made Governour of the ſame. 

Art the Haven not farre from the Towne, is 
the Enemic rayſing a Fort compelling both 
Cirrizens and Souldicrs to labour at u. 

They hauc likewiſe pur their boars to the 

- water, which they hauc gotten thither by wag 

gons, intending to trouble the Navigation be- 

ewixt Faolland and Sealand, But our Mariners and 
Saylers wilbc very glad to mecte with them. 

As fooneas the enemy had his garriſon plan- 
ted in the Towne, he ſent his forces towards 
m—_ vþ Zoom, but 2. Leagues from thence, 
the horſe were condutted by Don Lewis de Velaſ- 
co, and the foote by the Governour of Antwerpe, 
marching ſo in all haſt co the ſayd Citry, and 

; bcing arrived there, planted their Ordinance 
not farre off, thinking to ſpeede as they did at 
Stene-berghen, having notice that the Horſe in 
garriſon were abroad. 

And cowards the Evening they thought to 
ſurpriſe the horne-workes, or the great our- 
workes necre Sainr Quirm; Bur the Governour 
Rhyboren did hid himſclfe in che ſayd ourworks 
commanding the Ordinance and all things nc- 

ceſſary to bee made readic againſt their ap- 

pgaues which being bocorndes Ordinance 

Was 
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was preſcntly diſplayd againſt them, and our 


foote went to meete them, crying, kill, kill, kil, 
and aftcrthe ſound ofthe Trumper, our horſe 
likewiſe ſer vpon the Enemies, purſuing them 
in ſuch mancr vnto their Cannon, that a great 
ſlaughter was made amonglt them, and it the 
garriſon had beene well ſeconded andretreſh- 
cd, they would haue carricd ir away, or other- 
wiſe nayled the ſameto make it vnſcrviſcable: 
at our retreat the horle of the enemy prepared 
themſclues ro ſet vpon our garriſon, but our 
Ordinanceplanted vpon the wals, cauſed both 
men and horſes to cur capers in theayre wher- 
by there roſe ſuch an Alarum with crying and 
lamenting amongſt them, thar it ſeemed thar 
every one vas hurt that came neere.chcm. In 
ſuch maner they haue beene twilſe or thriſc re- 
ſconcered, and if they like it well chey may 
come againe 
But they diſltking much this danſc, retyred 
preſently a quarcer of a myle, they tooke their 
men which were ſlainc along with them arid 
rancked them in the ſand,faying thele feareno 
more the Flamencos. In the meane time thoſe of 
the ciry ſpare no charges to fortihe themlclues, 
having pierced likewiſe the Beare of the newe 


worke ncare thc Haven.

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The Prince of Orange as ſooneas he was in- 
formed of theſe pallages,ſent thither onThurſ” 
day the valiit Colloncl the Lord of Fama with 
a 100.{mal ſhips loaden with armed ſouldiers, 
The next day, the Count lobhn of Naſſas, ſayled 
likewiſe with rco.ſ{mall Shipsto the ſayd City, 
beſides theſc,there are many ſhips and men ar- 
rived from Zealand,in ſuch maner that the wa- 
ter ſcemed ro be covered with Shippes and 
Boats. 

Our of his Campe he diſpatchr likewiſe cer- 
taine troops of horſe ( which tooke their wa 
by Hueſden, Gertruyen, Beroh,Oo*terbrut and Breda) 
to cndamage the Encmy before Berghen afore- 
layd. To day weare adviſcd that there be a- 
boue 5000.{ouldicrs in Berzhen wpZ20m, & that 
the Enemy hath loſt 400. 

The 19. of Iu, there was brought in a Priſe 
at Rotterdam, with 800. Cheſts of Sugar. 


The taking in of the Towne of Gech, in the land of 
Clecuc, by the Marquis SPINOLA, 


A 20 1622.the 26.27.and 28.of Iy,is the Mar- 
quis Spmols accompanied with Count Hen- 
ry of the Bergb, and ſome Forces, marcht from 


Wezell cowards the Eaſt (ide of the Rome down- 
ward 
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ward, as if he would haue attempted ſome- 
thing againſt Deeſourgh, Zutphen,or Deventer. 

The trince of Orange well knowing his Stra- 
tagems, lookt abour as well as he could. Eur 
Spmola having choſen a fit time for himlelfe, 
ſtayed all Pallengers at that inſtant, and drevv 
in{tantly out of the next Cittics and Townes 
of Clz,a good part of the Garriſons with him, 
and fer with the ſame vpon Gecb. And havin 
wich his Ordinance beaten the Tyles from the 
houſes, ſo that they fell in the Street, which 
cauling the Townelmen torun more to their 
Cellcrs then Walls, he got the Towne by com- 
olition the 28. of July, ſecing the Garriſon was 

#4 300 men ſtrong,and nor able to reſiſt with 

their willing hearts, his violences and Forces. 

From Rone, Laſt Sunday the Poſt (chat was 
ſent by the Arch-Duke Leopolds vnto the*Pope 
requeſting his Holinefſe that whereas he had 
certaine Soulders in pay in Germany, vnder the 

Commaund of Don Pedro Alderbrandmno, it would 
leaſe him to turne them over into his ſervice) 

Fach beene diſpacht with this anſ{were, thar 

the Arch-Duke mult ſuc for the ſame purpoſe 

vnto the Emperour. 
Laſt Wedneſday, the Ambaſſadour of the 

King of Spaine, did preſent a horſe, and a Letter 


of 
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of Exchange of 7000. Crovwnes for: the feude 
or fcaltic of the Kingdome of Naples, which 
were accepted by the Procurator ofthe Exche- 
quer;with the accuſtomed & vſual proteſtaris. 
We heare from Naples, that the Galleons 
with Souldicrs latcly ſayled rowards Spaine arc 
ro be imployed againſt the Pirates: And thar 
out of the ſayd Kingdomes 400000. Crownes, 
and from Sicilia 150000. Crownes ſhould be 
made over by Letters of Exchange in the Low 
(Pwntries, towards the charges of the warre. 

From Mesſma, they write that the Gallics of 
Toſear were arrived at Reggio, having fought 
with 15. Veſſels of the Pyrars, and had made 
250.of them (laues,and gorcen 8. pceces of Or- 
dinance from > ens one Ship loaden with 
Oyle, beſides 100000. Crownes for acompo- 
ſiofi or ranſome to ſauc their liucs. 

From Venice, luly 8. from Turme they adviſe 
that the Duke of Savy, rayſeth many "As in 
France, and other countries, having (cnt divers 
Inginers to fortific his Fortreſſcs of Afti, Vercelh, 
and Saint Germare and other places. Morco- 
ver he hath ſupplied the garriſons of 4, and 
Perecelli, with 400. Souldicrs And that Aldeibgera 
hath an army in readincs vpon the confines of 
Savoy, for his Highncs ſervice. 
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Letters from Mzlawerelate, that 1F0.cartes 
from thence were ſent with munition to the 
Veltolinas to prouide the ſouldiers withall, 
ſeeing that great forcesareto be ſent thether 
againſt the Griſons. The ſouldiers which 
came with the Knight Plecchio from Alfaria 
are ſent towards Bormio, The Spaniards 
which hauelayne in Clexe are marcht vp to- 
wards Milne , hauing left there onoly the 
Counte Serbelione with his regiment. And 
heere are lcauicd withall ſpced 11, trouppes 
ot horſe. 

L aſt Thufday is the Knight Simon Conta- 
rini choſen by this Signerie Ambaſſador for 
Conflantinopele to congratulate the great 
Signor,vvho hath giuentwo millons of gold 
to his Ianiffaries,and increaſed their penſion 
3. aſpers a day. 

From Brinoten the 10. daic the Confede- 
rates haue beſieged Gutrenborg and diſcharge 
their ordinance againſt the ſame , docing 
thoſe of the Towne the like : belidesthey' 
haue made aſconſe neere Vleſchenberg direR- 
7 the Towne to endammage the 

eas likewiſe inuaded Mants/an, and = 
C laul- 
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fulted the enemies inewo afſunder places, 
which cauſcth great feare 6& dearth.in Trl. 
The Confederates at Baden haue vnder 
hand & ſale reniewed their confederation 
with the Graabuntens, whereupon they care 
now litle for Leopelas and other enemies. 
Likwiſethe 5.Catholike Cantons haue pro- 
miſed' free paſſage to the Reformed , vpon. 
condition bs tos ſhal bring certificates or 
paſſeports from their Ma ifrates or Com- 
manders. And they themſclfes haue aduiſed 
the Proteſtantes tomake no agreement with 
their enemics,buttogo on with their encer- 
priſes, & toclenſethecountrie quit ofthem. 
When they haue taken Engadin, they inten- 
dedto beſicgeVelikerckenzthey gerdaily great 
afhiſtanceofmen, munition , & ordinance, 
fromthe Bunoters.
